AP Business News Analy st 
NEW YORK (AP) — Steelmen 
are hoping that their days of tak­ 
ing it on the chin are coming to 
an end.

British Freighter 
Crashes I nto Barge 
I n Detroit River 


DETROIT 
(AP) - A British 
freighter lay a crippled hulk in 
the Detroit Riv er after the ship 
and 
a 
barge 
collided 
Monday 
night. 


The crash tore a great hole in 
the port (left) side of the 
4,9 9 3 
ton Montrose, and the freighter 
rolled onto that side as rescue 
boats remov ed 41 members of the 
crew without injury. 


The 442-foot Montrose’s foredeck 
was v irtually submerged today. 
Her screw and rudder were high 
abov e the w ater. 


She was held by her two an­ 
chors directly under the Ambas­ 
sador Bridge, which links Detroit 
and Windsor, Ont. 


The captain, Ralph Eyre-W alker 
of Birkinhead, England, and the 
chief engineer, Richard Fowden of 
Manchester, 
England, 
and 
the 
first m ate, Nathaniel Brownlee of 
Belfast, Ireland, remained aboard 
a time to protect the owner's in­ 
terests.

The ship lay in about 
35 feet of 
water, listing nearly 45 degrees to 
the left. Loud clattering and bang­ 
ing sounds occasonally could be 
heard as cargo shifted and gear 
broke loose and plunged to the 
low side of the ship. 


The barge and the tug that was 
pushing 
it both escaped serious 
damage.

There nev er was a time when the u ntried 
and insu re hands that shaped American in­ 
dependence q u it 
g roping 
for the throats 
of brothers; they ev en g roped for the throat 
of the Father of His Cou ntry . 
There was no u nity . Integ rity was rare. 
Rancor finally ex ploded 
in 
a 
civ il war 
k nown to this day as the bloodiest conflict 
of its k ind. And to this day the rancor that 
cau sed the Civ il War is still festering . The 
United States is still div ided despite an ar­ 
rang em ent of conv enence that k eeps it u n­ 
der the same roof. 


IT WAS NOT a brig ht and pretty thing 
when it happened here.

UNITED NATIONS, NY . 
The hopes and aspirations of a tiny g rou p 
of people on a far away Pacific island hav e 
had to be su ppressed by the realities of 
international politics. 
The people of Manu s Island, the carefree 
islanders made famou s by Dr. M arg aret 
M ead‘s antJiropclig ical stu dies, had hoped 
since the end of World War II that their 
territory 
wou ld be 
administered 
by 
the 
United States. 
They hav e made repeated pleas to v isiting 
Ur.ited Nations tru steeship missions. Bu t to 
no av ail. In April, it fell to an American 
m em ber of one su ch v isiting mission to try 
to talk them ou t of the idea. 
The problem is partly discu ssed in a re­ 
port now before the Tru steeship Cou ncil. 
Manu s, larg est of the Admiralty g rou p 
abou t 200 miles northeast of New Gu inea, 
is a g em in the blu e Pacific ju st below the 
Eq u ator with palm trees, balmy su nshine 
arid beaches. 
Some 18,000 people, Melanesians, liv e on 
tlie island, a low fertility area limited in 
ag r cu ltu re y ield, bu t hig h in fish, cocoanu ts 
and apparently in hopes, also. 
The Manu s nativ es first tasted lu x u ries 
daring the w ar when the American and 
Au stralian foces occu pied the area in 1944- 
45 after rou ting the Japanese. 
The Americans pou red in a v ariety of 
su pplies and left them there when the troops 
departed The administration of the island 
was later tu rned ov er to Au stralia. 
The departu re of the Americans distressed 
the peo ple. To a g g ra v a te their plig ht further, 
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Congress Pays Tribute to Gen. Mac Arthur 


bor party for M acmillan’s k ey policy of 
holding down 
wag e 
rates—■Britain’s 
first 
ov ert mov e to g ear itself tb stiffening eco­ 
nomic competition from the Eu ropean Eco­ 
nomic Commu nity . 


In the United States an ov ert mov e has 
been made too—the Kennedy g ov ernment’s 
“ g u ideline” fig u re of not more than 3 per 
cent in wag e boosts, lest the United States 
price itself ou t of the m ark et for g oods be­ 
ing m ade cheaper in Eu rope and Asia than 
they are being made here 


Unlik e Britain, there are no v otes of con­ 
fidence to be won or lost here. Ou r g ov ern­ 
m ents stand for a fix ed term . Ev en Cabinet 
shak eu ps ai* rare, in the sense of hou se- 
cleaning . Indiv idu al departm ent heads come 
and g o. bu t nev er as v ictims of a political 
pu rg e. They leav e becau se their health is 
bad, becau se they mu st mak e money to feed 
and care for their families, or becau se of a 
call to du ty elsewhere—some hig her serv ice. 


Otherwise, rig ht here in the United States 
we mig ht be hav ing a Macmillan-ty pe pu rg e 
rig ht now, to restore confidence, and we 
mig ht ev en hav e a flash of British hu mor. 
We mig ht then refer to the head of ou r 
g ov ernment as “ Jack the Ripper,” su rely 
no worse than “ Mac the Knife,” if we 
smiled when we said it. 


Algeria's On the Way

2" has more than

Back home y ou s h ou l d k now 
that one specialty of Main “No. 2” 
is its Dept, of Harbors. It was 
set u p in '58. It is ex pert at spy ­ 
ing on

York and San Francisco as well 
as all NATO waterfront installa­ 
tions su ch as those in Italy . 
There is no Main “No. 4.” There 
is, howev er, a Main Dept. "R .” 
It spies and harrasses Allied mili­ 
tary missions in the Eastern Sec­ 
tor. We hav e them there, ju st as 
the Czechs and Poles hav e them 
in West Berlin and the Ru ssians 
hav e one in Frank fu rt.

from West Point in 1903 at the 
head of his class. 
He was the son of Lt. Gen 
Arthu r MacArthu r, who also had 
a disting u ished m ilitary career. 
This correspondent, along with 
other newsmen cov ering the War 
Departm ent early in 1917 thou g ht 
Dou g las MacArthu r, then a m a­ 
jor, was one of the most brilliant 
pu blic relations officers the g ov ­ 
ernm ent had ev ern had and ex ­ 
pressed professional reg ret when 
he su ddenly annou fieed he was 
apply ing for ov erseas du ty . New­ 
ton D. Bak er, secretary ot w ar 
at the time in the Wilson admin­ 
istration, said to his news con­ 
ference: 
“ Watch that y ou ng man. He’ll 
be a g eneral soon, and some day 
he will be chief of staff.” 
The prophecy came tru e. M ajor 
M acArthu r was wou nded in the 
w ar and as commander of an in­ 
fantry brig ade won a string of 
medals 
for 
brav ery 
in 
action. 
What he did in liberating the 
staff of the U.S. Army . 
What he did in berating the 
Philippines from the Japanese m 
1945, tog ether with his rem ark a­ 
ble serv ice in the Korean War, 
are ev ents recent enou g h for most 
people in this cou ntry to recall, 
that a political incident has cau sed 
su ch a long delay in g iv ing fu ll 
recog nition to a brav e man who 
performed a brilliant serv ice for 
his cou ntry in many command 
posts. 
At last, the record has been 
set 
straig ht. 
Fortu nately , 
this 
comes du ring the lifetime of the 
8 2-y ear-old v eteran, who said in 
his farewell address to Cong ress 
in 1951; “Old soldiers nev er die 
—they ju st fade aw ay .” 
Cong ress apparently is not will­ 
ing that in official history the 
memory of what Dou g las Mac- 
Arthu r did for his cou ntry shou ld 
fade away bu t wants it to remain 
instead, an endu ring ex ample of 
dev otion to the nation's serv ice.
